Russian and British sources re-| 


ported today Marshal Henri Phil- 
ippe Petain has agreed to permit | 
Germany to use one or more of| 
France’s North African bases for | 
operations against Great Britain. 


According to the Russian reports, | 


emanating from Turkey, Petain at 
his conference Monday with Field 
Marshal Hermann Goering gave 
Germany permission to use Tunisia, 
adjoining Italian Libya. 

The official Russian news agency 


that all preparations had been made | 
for use of Tunis as an Axis base! 
and that Italian reinforcements for | 
the Libyan front already were ar- | 
riving there. | 

Advices from continental Europe _ 
to the United Press said Goering in 
his talk with Petain has especially 
sought French aid in breaking the , 
British blockade in the Mediterran- 
ean and Atlantic, and French sup- | 
port against an alleged “American 
menace” to Africa. 

These advices said Petain had re- | 
fused the French fleet for anything | 
except defense of the French em- | 
pire and protection of French ship- 
ping. 

Adopf Hitler apparently ordered 
Goering to make sure that France 
would either defend its African em- 
pire against ‘a possible American 
invasion” or permit the Axis to “as- 
sist it in defending African ports,” | 
according to the advices. 

Vichy reported that Petain had 
sought to obtain relaxation of the 
armistice limits on the strength of 
the French fighting forces so that 
it might defend its African terri- 
tory itself. 

The Vichy dispatch said Goering | 
pressed Petain for an assurance that 
French African territory would be 
quite safe against “the Anglo-Am- 
erican menace.” Petain was quoted 
as replying: 

“We wait to defend our empire but 
give us means to do so. Permit us 
to rearm.,” 

It was said Petain 
encouragement.

TOKYO POLICY CONTINUES TO 


REFLECT WAR DEVELOPMENTS 


Official Japanese Spokesman Declares 


“Bia Misunderstanding” Of 
Policy In Far East Is Held 


Japanese

| War threats in the Pacific reach- 


ed another crisis today with Japan- 
ese spokesmen suggesting that a 
peace formula might yet be found 
despite new threats of armed ac- 
tion in the South Seas. 


A moderate attitude indicating 
that only a “big misunderstanding” 
of Japanese policy in the Far East 
prevented progress toward an un- 
derstanding with the United States 
was taken at Tokyo by the official 
spokesman, Tomokazu Hori, who de- 
nied Washington’s charges that a 
despotic new order was planned in 
East Asia and that unwarranted 
numbers of Japanese troops had 
been concentrated in French Indo- 
China. 

That viewpoint was presented, 
significantly, at a time when the 
Red army reported continued suc- 
cess against the Axis forces on the 
eastern front and only a few hours 
before Japanese envoys met with U. 
S. Secretary of State Cordell Hull 


at Washington. 


The Far Eastern war of nerves 
still was responding indirectly to 
war developments on the Russian 
and Libyan fronts. In Libya. the 
British acknowledged loss of Gam- 
but but said that three Axis attacks 
on Ed Duda—south of Tobruk—had 
been repulsed although the Ger- 
mans made some slight gain. The 
British appeared to be taking the 
offensive in Libya again after a pe- 
riod of re-organization of armored 
units. 

For the time being, however, the 
Far East dominated war develop- 
ments, with Tokyo swinging away 
from extreme belligerency. 

On the Russian front the grav- 
,est threat to the Soviets appeared 
to be at Dditrov. 50 miles north of 


the capital, where the Germans ad- | 
vanced to the big Moscow water | 


reservoir. Russian accounts were not 
Specific but it appeared the reser- 
‘voir is now in German hands.

80 is Lev. 19:17, 18, 33, 34; Deut. 
6:4, 5; Matt. 22:35-38; John 3:16; 
13:34, 35; I Cor. 18, the Golden 
Text being I John 4:19, “We love, 

- because He first loved us.’’) 


LOVE, CHRISTIAN love, is our 
theme for today. It is a subject 
that runs through the whole Bible, 
from the Old to the New Testa- 
ment, and our references are, in 
consequence, taken from both. 

In Leviticus, the third book in 
the Bible, the Lord commands the 
People of Isrgel, through Moses, 
as they wandered in the wilder- 
Ness seeking their new home 
which God had promised them: 

“Thou shalt not hate thy broth- 
er in thine heart: thou shalt 
in any wise rebuke thy neighbor, 
and not suffer sin upon him. 

“Thou shalt not avenge, nor 
bear any grudge against the chil- 
dren of thy people, but thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself. I am 
the Lord.” 

These words were written in the 
book of Leviticus back in 1400 or 
1500 B. C.. and how applicable 
they are to us today. Thou shalt 
not hate thy brother in thy heart; 
thou shalt not bear any grudge; 
thou shalt not avenge; but shalt 
love thy neighbor. 


Loving Stran-rs 

If a stranger dwell among you, 
you shall love him as thyself, for 
ye, too, were once strangers in a 
strange land, we read in Lev. 
19:33. 34 Those who profess to be 
Christians and who yet speak or 
act scornfully about “foreigners,” 
how can they reconcile their atti- 
tude to the words of the Holy 
Book in which they profess to be- 
lieve and whose teachings they 
pledge themselves to follow? To 
the Jews of that time all who were 
not of their race were “strangers.” 

In Deuteronomy, the “book of 
the law,” it is written, “Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy might.” Next, in 
St Matthew, we read about the 
Pharisees who were trying to 
trick Jesus so that they might 
have an excuse to take Him cap- 
tive. We have had this story re- 
cently, so will not dwell upon it. 
It is the narration of the Phari- 
see lawyer who asked Jesus what 
was the great commandment in 
the law? And Jesus’ answer: 
“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy mind.” 

Why should we love God? Be- 
cause He ‘'so loved the world that

He gave His only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth on Him 
should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” 

Now our lesson takes us to the 
feast of the Passover, which Jesus 
passed with His disciples in that 
upper room. It was His last night 
with those He so loved on earth. 
Among the many things He told 
His friends that night was this: 

“A new commandment I give 
unto you, That ye love one an- 
other; as I have loved you, that 
ye also love one another. 

“By this shall all men know 
that ye are my disciples, if ye 
have love one to another.” 


Real Christianity 


That seems the height of real 
Christianity: to love one another, 
as the Master said. Not the man 
of wrath, of stern rules uttering 
threats is a follower of Jesus, but 
ye shall know true disciples be- 
cause they manifest love to any- 
one, righteous and sinful. Who 
wins the most souls to the gentle 
Master, think you? 

In his letter to the Corinthians 
St. Paul sums this lesson up in 
one of the most beautiful chapters 
in the whole Bible. We usually 
think of Paul as a stern, austere 
man, but this chapter would dis- 
prove that theory, even if other 
writings of his did not. 

“Though I speak with the 


tongues of men and of angels, and 
have not love, I arn become as 
sounding brass, or a tinkling cym- 
bal.” Not the gifted orator, but 
the man of love, is exalted. Words 
mean little but noise, unless they 
are followed by deeds of goodness. 

The man that is wise in worldly 
things, who can prophesy, who 
has all worldly knowledge at his 
finger tips, but has not love, is 
noth St. Paul writes. Even 
charity without the love of the 
heart, or martyrdom, will avail us 


nothing. 
Love “suffereth long and is 
kind; envieth not; vaunteth not 


itself, is not puffed up; doth not 
behave itself unseemly, seeketh 
not her own, is not easily pro- 
voked, thinketh no evil; 

“Rejoiceth not in wickedness, 
but in the truth.” 

Love ‘‘beareth all things, heliev- 
eth all things, hopeth all things, 
endureth all things.” It never fails, 

“And now abideth faith, hope, 
love; but the greatest of these is 
Love.” 

Let us remember this, all we 
who aspire to follow the loving 
Christ. If we achieve these two 
things, love to God and Man, sure- 
ly we will go far toward the 
“Kingdom of-God.”

Fork of the American River if the 
site for such dam can be so located 
that the water thus impounded will 
not interfere with the free public 
access to the gold discovery site.” 

“The above action was taken as a 
result of recent publicity given the 
fact that a series of power dams is 
in contemplation of construction 
and that it is proposed that one of 
these dams be built on the South 
Fork of the American River at Co- 
loma. Such a dam would flood the 
town of Coloma and vicinity and 
completely destroy the Sutter’s 
Mill site. 

“It is believed that the destruc- 
tion of this historic community 
would be a serious loss both to the 
State of California and the nation. 

“The citizens of El Dorado Coun- 
ty feels that the preservation and 
development of the discovery site 
by the State of California has been 
already too long delayed. 

“This site is still in the hands of 
private ownership and immediate 
steps should be taken either by the 
State of California or the National 
Park Commission to make this his- 
toric shrine accessible and attractive 
to the citizens of the United 
States.”

Tree Ornaments 
Use Cellophane 


And Most Of New Pretties 
Are American-Made And 
Novelties This Year 


The splendor of American Christ- 
mas trees, this year, will depend 
mostly on American made orna- 
ments and designers in this country 
have produced an array of novel- 
ties. 


There is such a wide variety of 
decorations made of cellophane 
that the entire tree may be trim- 
med with these modern decorations. 


Honeycomb bells and balls of red 
film are sparkling new versions of 
the expanding tissue ornaments. 
Other bells are made of laminated 
film in several colors. 


Garlands to hang in festons come 
in red, blue and green, some com- 
bining tinsel. 

Ornaments fabricated from trans- 
parent drinking straws include new 
icicles aS well as the familiar pom- 
pons. These icicles are formed by 
wiring and flattening them into spi- 
ral shape. They are available in as- 
sorted colors with silver stripes. 

Amusing figures may be created 
with these icicles, using marshmal- 
lows for heads and bits of color- 
ed tape for the features. A Santa 
Claus of crown face may be top- 
ped with an icicle hat. Santa’s 
bearn and a moustache easily are 
applied with cotton. A miniature an- 
gel can be made with an icicle for 
the body,, wings of silver cardboard 
and a halo of tinsel. For each of 


the arms, use a row of tiny mint 
candies, enclosed in transparent 
wrapping. 


PACKAGE OF HOME-MADE 
FUDGE MAY BE DONE 
UP CLEVERLY 


Pieces of toothsome fudge, when 
arranged in triangle shape, may be 
wrapped and decorated to look like 
a glittering Christmas tree. 

Lay thecandy on a corrugated 
cardboard base. cover with clear 
film and edge with a blue and sil- 
ver garland made of the film and 
tinsel. Wrap again and bind edges 
with silver tape. Top with a pom- 
pon fashioned from the garland. 

Another way to make fudge look 
very Christmasy calls for an ob- 


long package. Wrap the candy on 
a cardboard foundation, then lay a

A ten cent glass or wax boot fill- 
ed with small candies may be orna- 
with flares made from a 
pieces of red and blue 
cellophane. Insert small mint candy 
in the center of the square and twist 
the wrapping to hold the candy 
(irmily. The flares then are tied 
easily to the instep of the boot with 
vibbon of the film.
